There Are Specially Constructed 


{ 
Ones lined In the Game. 


Hourglasses or sand glasses were for- 


merly used for the purpose of measuring 
time at chess matches, bat now special- 
ly constructed clocks are in general use 
for this purpose. Theeo clocks consist of 
two clocks, mounted on a common bane, 
which move* on a pivot, the two clocks 
therefore being on the aims of a sort of 
seesaw. The beam or base is so con- 
structed that when one clock is elevated 
it stands perfectly psrpeiidicnlar, while 
the depressed clock lies over at an an- 
gle, but as tbe mechanism of each clock 
in eo constructed tbut it only moves 
when the clock is perfectly perpendicu- 
lar it follows that when tha upright 
clock is going the depressed clock is at 
rest. 


Another and more modern variety baa 


tbe two clocks fixed on tbe same level, 
but with a small brass arm reaching 
from the top of one to the top of the 
other. This arm acts on a pivot and can 
be brought down into actual contact 
with one clock at a time by a touch of 
the finger. When it is thus in contact, 
by an ingenious device the clock is stop- 
ped and the desired result is attained. 
The working of tbe clock daring a 
match is simplicity itself. At the com- 
mencement of the match the hands of 
each clock point to 13. Theo-at the call 
of "time to commence play," the clock 
of the first player is started; then, as 
soon as he makes his first move, he stops 
bis own clock, either by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, the 
same motion starting his opponent's 
clock. So it goes on during the entire 
course of the game, eaoh move being 
marked by the stopping of one clock and 
the starting of the other.—Leisure 
Hour.

Are Specially Constructed 


Ones I'neti In tSie Game. 


Hourglasses cr sand glasses were for- 


merly used for the purpose of measuring 
time at chess matches, but now special- 
ly constructed clocks ore in general use 
for tbia purpose. Thess clocks consist of 
two clocks, mounted on a common base, 
which moves on a pivot, the two clocks 
therefore being on toe arias of a eort of 
seesaw.' The beam or base is BO con- 
structed that when one clock is elevated 
it stands perfectly perpendicular, while 
the depressed clock lies over at an an- 
gle, but as the mechanism of each clock 
is so constructed that it only moves 
when tha clack is perfectly perpendicu- 
lar it follows that when the upright 
clock is going the depressed clock is at 
rest. 


Another and more modern variety has 


the two clocks fixed on the same level, 
bnt with a email brass arm reaching 
from the top of ono to the top of the 
ether. This arm acts on a pivot and can 
be brought d«wn into actual contact 
with one clock at a time by a tench of 
the finger. When it is thus in contact, 
by an ingenious device the clock is stop- 
ped and the desired result is attained. 
The working of the clock during a 
match is (simplicity itself. At the com- 
mencement of the vatoh the hands of 
each clock point to 13. Ther>at the call 
of "time to oommeooe play," the clock 
of the first player is started; then, as 
soon as he makes bis first move, he stops 
his own clock, either by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, the 
same motion starting his opponent's 
clock. So it goes on during the entire 
course of the game, each move being 
marked by the stopping of one clock and 
the starting of the other.—Leisure 
Hour.

A WHEELMAN'S STORY 


I had Imd all kinds of predictions of what 


might happen in that region, but yet ox- 
uctly nothing Imd, ulthougli nu official of 
one arromlisseuiont hud detained us two 
days.

SPAIN'S 1ATB8T STBIKB. 


The Spanish peace commissioner* 


have at last put up a respectable 
counter claim on our right to the pos- 
session of the Philippines and although 
as usual it la a transparent contention, 
it will nevertheless answer the purpose 
of prolonging the negotiations at Paris 
to make the probable ultimate surren- 
der less galling to Spanish pride. 


The Spanish commissioners bofldly 


assert that we are occupying Manila 
contrary to good faith and in violation 
of the stipulations of the protocol, 
whereupon they demand in behalf of 
their government that we pay indem- 
nifying damages for capturing the city 
and further damages for making pris- 
oners their gallant soldiers, whose 
captain made his escape in a German 
warship, Just as the truce signal went 
up. 


To the first part of the assertion our 


rejoiner will certainly be that we cap- 
tured Manila in fact long before the 
protocol WM signed, and that we pro- 
ceeded to occupy the place in pursu- 
ance of our knowtn. purpose before 
that instrument was negotiated, the 
achievement Itself being almost syn- 
chronous with the signing of it. The 
last part of the assertion will be smiled 
at and then forgotten. 


It is becoming apparent that Spain 


does not wish to relinquish the Philip- 
pines. This change of feeling Is doubt- 
less brought about by the unofficial 
and secret suggestion of one or mor- 
of the European powers. 
Russia has 


suddenly developed Interest In the 
Philippines and it ia significant, to say 
the least, that Spain's change of front 
cornea almost immediately 
following 


the discussion of the Philippines by 
the Russian newspapers. 


Our government will doubtless feel 


it Incumbent to 'make a Just and mag- 
nanimous offer to Spain. We have 
possession of the island of Luzon and 
can if we wish seise by force of arms 
the other Islands of the group, but if 
our policy be to take them it would be 
wiser for us to assume the civil debts 
of tho colonial government and pay a 
little something for a clear title to the 
archipelago. This is on the supposi- 
tion that the government will insist 
ou retaining the Islands to Itself, in- 
stead of simply insisting on their 
emancipation from Spain. 


Our government cannot be ungener- 


ous In dealing with the vanquished, 
but at the sam» time no feeling of 
entlment will justify paying tndem- 
ilty for conquest and the "Imprison- 
ment" of captured soldiers la «. Bur. 
rendered town.

SPAIN'S 1ATTOT STBIKB. 


The Spanish peace commissioner* 


have at last put up a respectable 
counter claim on our right to the pos- 
session of the Philippines and although 
as usual it is a transparent contention, 
it will nevertheless answer the purpose 
of prolonging the negotiations at Paris 
to make the probable ultimate surren- 
der less galling to Spanish pride. 


The Spanish commissioners boldly 


assert that we are occupying Manila 
contrary to good faith and in violation 
of the stipulations of the protocol, 
•whereupon they demand In behalf of 
their government that we pay Indem- 
nifying damages for capturing the city 
and further damages for making pris- 
oners their gallant 
soldiers, whose 


captain made his escape in a German 
•warship, just as the truce signal went 
up. 


To the first part of the assertion our 


rejoinw will certainly be that w« cap- 
tured Manila in fact long before the 
protocol wa» signed, and that we pro- 
ceeded to occupy the place In pursu- 
ance of our knowto. purpose before 
that instrument was negotiated, the 
achievement itself being almost syn- 
chronous with the signing of it The 
last part of the assertion will be smiled 
at and then forgotten. 


It is becoming apparent that Spain 


do«a not wish to relinquish the Philip- 
pines. This change of feeling is doubt- 
less brought about by the unofficial 
and secret suggestion of one or moi? 
of the European powers. Russia has 
suddenly developed interest in the 
Philippines and it is significant, to say 
the least, that Spain's change of front 
cornea almost immediately following 
the discussion of the Philippines by 
the Russian newspapers. 


Our government will doubtless feel 


it incumbent to make a juat and mag- 
nanimous offer to Spain. We have 
possession of the island of Luzon and 
can if we wish seise by force of arms 
the other islands of the group, but if 
our policy be to take them It would be 
wiser for us to assume the civil debts 
of the colonial government and pay a 
little something for a clear title to the 
archipelago. This is on the supposi- 
tion that the government will insist 
OQ retaining the islands to itself, In- 
stead of simply insisting on their 
emancipation from Spain. 


Our government cannot be ungener- 


ous in dealing with the vanquished, 
but at the same time no feeling of 
tntlment will Justify paying Indem- 
nity for conquest and the "Imprison- 
ment" of captured soldiers ia & sur- 
rendered town.

According to the story Gibson was confl- 
j4«ntial man and cashier to T. J. O'Neill, 
a .Boston bookmaker doing business on 
th« track at Rig-by park, near Portland. 


In August last he is alleged to hava 


disappeared with J1S.OOO of his employ- 
er's money and it was supposed that he 
had escaped to Europe.

Gibson's sentence was up at 4 o'clock

Pepetrated Through the Mails This 


Morning. Personal Spite Vented. 


One of the most dastardly attempts 


ever made in this city to insult certain 
men was made known this morning, 
when many voters received through 
the mail small circulars put in the form 
of a ballot. The clear attempt was to 
associate on the ticket names which 
would bring discredit on those men- 
tioned.

There are households in which the, 


children are scarcely permitted to 
speak above their breath. This is not at' 
all right. In the home there should be ' 
frfprlom of speech.

HEALTH IN 


THE DANCE. 


"Medlcina gymnastics has in all ages 


justly been of great esteem in the cure 
of chronical diseases and still contin- 
ues its reputation, as its usefulness is 
confirmed 
by daily experience." So 


wrote that ingenious musical apothe- 
cary. Richard Browne, more than a 
century and a half ago. These meth- 
ods, 
however, died out soon after his 


time, to be revived In a modified form 
in our days. But, as a waiter of fact, 
Browne here refers to one particular 
form of physical exercise—dancing. It 
is to the goddess TerpsicBore^tiiat this 
disciple of TEsculapius bends his knee 
and asks for assistance. Dancing was 
to be a powerful auxiliary in the cure 
of disease and the maintenance of good 
and lusty health. 


This was by no means a new Idea, 


As Browne states, dancing had been 
advocated in the earliest ages for the 
cure of diseases. Lycurgus, ;b,a3 ftro,ught 
back to Lacedsemonia notions Of medico 
religious dances from India and Egypt,! 
and. adapting these customs to his rul- j 
ing idea, enacted that the Spartan; 
youth should be brought up to dance' 
symmetrically and gracefully, even In 
heavy armor. Thus he contrived to 
combine martial training with a phys- 
ical exercise which was to make the! 
young men agile and graceful, contsr- ; 
ring on them great physiological bene-; 
nts. In the rival state we find Socrates 
commending dancing, with a view to 
educating the mind and body; he, too, 
looking on dancing as a health giving 
exercise. In primitive medicine we find 
dancing taking a no mean part In the 
occult practices. Wa'may still see It 
working wonders In many a savage 
land, the dancing being performed now 
by the patient, now by the medicine 
man, according to the more or less ex- 
act notions of scientific truth existing 
in the region. 
;;' 
Dancing was, and IS, used chiefly as 


a means of expelling devils and evil 
spirits, or, as we now more accurately 
put it, as a means of "acceleratlnK the 
elimination of effete and deleterious se- 
cretions in the vessels and tissues by 
physiological .action." > These: notions 
are not new, .even withL us. 
v Richard 


Mulcaster, a celebrated schoolmaster 
under Queen Elizabeth, recommended 
that dancing should be taught as a. 
branch of physical training, resulting j 
in the Improvement of polite carriage j 
and deportment and a means of keep- 
ing the bodies of young children In a 
healthy condition. 


But what has happened since Richard 


Browne's days? The hours of saltatory | 
enjoyment have been receding steadily, j 
until surely we must have at last ar- j 
rived at 
the furthest extremity, or I 


otherwise we shall soon be beginning to 
dance by daylight again. Of course it 
is no use railing against fashion. Nev- 
ertheless; we cannot help acknowledg- 
ing that Richard Browne was'substan- 
tially right in his protest. 


These old world physicians were the 


friends of "carpet dances" and what 
are sometimes called "bread and butter 
balls." He goes as far as the most en- 
thusiastic could desire: "I believe. In- 
deed, that to dance an hour or more at 
a convenient time after any meal, ac- 
cording as we find ourselves In a ca- 
pacity, would be most beneficial." 
So 


here we have strong support for our 
practice of getting up impromptu Cin- 
derella dances on the occasion of a 
friendly dinner or evening party. 


Exercise of any kind is always good, 


and dancing, bringing as It does most 
muscles into play, may safely be ac- 
knowledged. If not a specific for the 
cure of disease, at least a means of 
keeping body and mind In a healthy 
condition. On one point, at all events, 
there can be no dispute—the ancients 
were perfectly right when they declared 
dancing to be a good educator. It cer- 
tainly lends grace to movements and 
general deportment and gives agility 
and lightness to Its devotees. It is a 
mild form of gymnastics in which all 
may join, with pleasure to themselves 
and their companions. 


We cannot do better than conclude 


with the sensible words of Browne: 
"As for dancing, to persons In health, I 
shall just take leave to observe that we 
by no means ought to make a toil ot 
our diversion' by-making U one con- 
tinued gce~ne~ Of action, lest we exhaust 
the spirita and enervate the body, but 
to sweeten and relieve the active pleas- 
ure by frequent intervals of refresh- 
ment, by which not only the bad effects 
which must of necessity be the-conse- 
iiuence of a long, uninterrupted succes- 
sion of motion will be entirely pre- 
vented, but the body, by such agraeable ' 
exercise, will gain strength and vigor 
in its actions and be more enabled to 
preserve and keep up its economy.''

•will increase this to about 5500, which 
is an increase of 2000 over his vote last 
year.

The victory is magnifi- 
cent. 


Pittsfield gave Sheriff Fuller a land- 


slide of a majority of nearly TOO, which 
is nearly 1000 better than it gave him 
three years ago. He is elected in the 
county by about 1300, more than double 
the majority he got at his last elec- 
tion.

CFflTICISM OF CONDUCT OF WAR, 


Gwtip »l Reorganization aid the New 


Colonel. 
Government Pays the 


. Expense ol Bringing Bodies 


Home From Cuba. 


The membei-fc of the Second regl- 


.ru»nt are now free to talk all they 
please on the conduct of the campaign 
in Cuba as they saw It. The men are 
very generally taking advantage of 
this privilege, and mosl of the mem- 
bers of Company M, In talking about 
their 
experiences nov.-. spoal' 
freoly 


to their friends of the things which to 
them seem like mismanaKement. They 
do not talk to be quoted, but have no 
hesitation in condemning those who 
seemed to have been responsible for 
the privation and suffering. 


Colonel Clark, the head of the regi- 


ment, was one of the first after the 
mustering out to express his opinions 
freely, and 
in 
his mind the blame 


chiefly should fall on General Shafter, 
whom he considers responsible for 
much of the laefc of supplies ana ne- 
cessities for'the mon. "lie also criti- 
cises severely Shafter's military tac- 
tics, holding that the general was re- 
sponsible for the fearful slaughter of 
some of our troops that were unsup- 
ported by artillery. 


The chief criticism that the men 


have, however, is not so much the 
conduct of the operations during act- 
ual nghting, as the failure to provide 
supplies. The men went hungry when 
it seemed to them that proper care 
and forethought would have arrang- 
ed to have food on hand when and 
where it was needed. 


In all the talk that is heard in 


Adams and with the men here, it is 
noticeable that there is little or no 
criticism of the officers in immediate 
command in the regiment. The loyal- 
ty of the men to their officers is sin- 
cere, and from Colonel Clark down 
through the list of those who held 
commissions, there Is only praise for 
the way in which they performed their 
duties. 


One unfortunate thing In connection 


with this freedom of speech is the 
criticism of others in the company 
in which some have indulged. There 
has been little of this, however. One 
of the men put his remarks concern- 
ing his comrades in a very neat way 
when he said. "Some of the fellows 
that we thought were bravest during 
the fighting are the quietest now, and 
aren't getting- so much said abfout 
them as some of the rest." 


In the new impetus that free speech 


has given the men, many new stories 
are heard every day that had never 
been told before. One of these, told in 
Adams yesterday, is that of a nervous 
instant for Privates Maloney and Har- 
ris during the running fire that the 
regiment underwent. They were lying 
on a rubber blanket together, when a 
Mauser bullet struck the blanket be- 
tween them, tore a hole in the blanket, 
struck a stone, and glanced up, falling* 
on the blanket. Neither was hurt, but 
their seperaration was rapid. Private 
Harris now has the bullet. 


The Mimerlug Out Dinner. 


On the return of Company M from 


the mustering out in Springfield there 
was some comment that they were 
obliged to' secure their own dinner, or 
that if they were, some previous notice 
had not been -given of it. Of this the 
Republican says editorially: "It really 
seems a pity that preparations had 
not been made for feeding all the com- 
panies of the Second regiment while 
they were in this city. , Between .the 
persons representing the nation, city 
and state this failure came. It need 
not bt said that the people of Spring- 
fleld would 
have been 
more than 


ready to provide the 
entertainment 


had the matter been suggested, to them 
by some one in authority." 
__- 'flie Qnertlou of a Colonel. 
"Although much, talk 
ia 
going on 


about the prospective resignation of 
Colonel Clark, he will certainly not 
retire early, ..and it is said in some 
quarters that he will remain with- the 
regiment for a time after reorganiza- 
tion. Worcester has practically-con- 
ceded that Major Whipple is to be 
hia successor. 
Certainly should the 


major be a candidate, he will receive 
support of officers of all the western 
companies. Worcester papers have it 
that Lieutenant Colonel Shumway is 
considering resignation, but that he is 
yet wanted as a candidate for the col- 
onelcy. 
Orange, Greenfield, 
North- 


ampton. Holyoke, Adams p,nd Spring- 
field will undoubtedly give Major 
Whipple their undivided support. 


A Ponmiblc Reorganization. 


In connection \vith the reorganiza- 


tion oe the regiment, it ,is rumored 
that a possible feature of this will be 
the withdrawal of the thr"e Worcester 
companies. 
These companies do not 


seem to have been in very close har- 
mony with the rest of the regiment, 
and almost rebelled openly at the time 
of the muster' tg out. 


In case the regiment I? reorganized 


without these companies, efforts will 
be made by Springfield and Holyoke 
to secure ^additional 'companies, and 
Westfield and , PlttaQeld •" each want 
militia organizations. It is also possi- 
ble that the young men in this city 
who declared themselves last spring 
as anxious to form a company, would 
apply for a place in the regiment. 


Government Will Settle' 


It is likely that a, good share of the 


money subscribed 'for the return of 
the Second regiment dead from Cuba 
will not be needed. A delegate from 
the citizens' committee has investigat- 
ed and been informed that/the govern- 
ment will make good its promise.-, to 
bring back bodies free of charge to 
friends of the dead. The only expense 
Incurred by friends will be for board 
for the parties going for the bodies 
and for the disinterment. The govern- 
ment will furnish coffins and trans- 
portation both way*. 


This offer wag made months MO, 


but it was not fully understood and 
the Second regiment committee hesi- 
tated to make use of It because it 
looked as ff th<» work might hp done 
cheaply and in a wholesale fashion.

Colonel Clark has received the report 


of the armory inspections of the Sec- 
ond regiment 
made April last by 


Major James A. Frye. The standing 
of the companies and Major Frye's 
comments are interesting in compari- 
son with the work done by the regi- 
ment during the -war. For instance, 
"Company ,y, of Gardner, which. .Major 
Frye rated "poor" and recommended 
for disbanding, has an excellent ser- 
vice record, while Company C of Wor- 
cester, which is rated very good, hard- 
ly maintained the rating in service. 


Major Frye concludes his report by 


saying: "While there were found some 
minor matters which might well re- 
ceive attention under ordinary condi« 
tions, I yet feel myself amply justified 
in reporting that the Second infantry 
today may be relied upon to maintain 
its reputation and that of the common- 
wealth in whatever emergency may lie 
before it. The command has the proper 
spirit and with that spirit a thorough 
training under peace conditions for 
sterner contingencies.

ment should be rated as 'Ready.' "
